Bajra on Need for Cooperation

[Swamary] Belgrade, 19 November--After the festive opening of the 2eday Coordination 
Committee Conference of the Pool of the News Agencies of Nonalined Countries, Ismail 
Bajra, federal secretary for information, greeted the delegates present. Ina short 
speech he pointed out the importance of cooperation of nonalined countries in the field 
of information. Among other things Bajra said: 


"Although it is known to all of us how great the contribution of the pool is to-the estab- 
lishmert, strengthening and advancement of cooperation in the field of information amorg 
the nonalined countries and in a wider field, 1 would stress again on this oceasion that in 
essenct it is a matter of a form of cooperation that in a historically seen, short period 
achieved very notable successes precisely in tne development of concrete forms and methods 
of cooperation. The pool-eas the broadest democratic form of the exchange of news and 
information, as well as an inteyral part of an organized and coordinated cooperation of 
the nonalined countries in almost all the spheres of information--has contributed not 
only to the affirmation of national sources of news and information but also encouraged 
above all the formation of national news agencies in countries where they did not exist. 
It also pointed out the need to solve many key problems of the development of the system 
of information and of public information media at a national level." 


The original number of news agencies in the pool was 11, and now there are 57 actively 
participating in it. About 20 news agencies have been formed since the establishment of 
the pool. 


The gap between the developed and underdeveloped countries is manifestly present and the 
reasons for it are known, 


"This undoubtedly indicates that she pool has arisen as a historical necessity and a‘ 
integral part of the struggle for the political, economic, cultural, information and 
techrical and technological independence of peoples and countries, for the elimination 
of the grave consequences of co.onialism, neocolonialisnz, imperialism, hegemonism, racism, 
apartheid, Zionism, policy of force and all other forms of exploitation and domination. 
Thanks to the developed mass communications, material and technical and technological 
Opportunities, the developed countries still possess a certain monopoly over information, 
for the process of information runs tendentiously and in one direction from the developed 
to the underdeveloped countries. The pool therefore arose as a grcup of independent and 








nomalined news agencies tnat Joined all their cvdre, tecimical and other potentials and 
formed a jcint service intended to inform the public of their own countries and the world 
public at large about the trends in their countries and their joint activit. 5 in the 
international field. 


"As is known, from the very beginring the creation and the activities of the pool met with 
significant resistance, which in the form cf most varied pressures by bloc groups and all 
those who wish and endeavor to maintain a monopoly in :nformation have affected this acti- 

vity of the nonalined countries. This certainly was no accident since it reflects in 

esseme the constellation of forces in the international fie)4d. The pool members have never 
declare’ themselves against the big news agencies and systems, but have always supported and con- 
tinue to support them alone. They continue to support cooperation witl all on an «qual 
focting, on the basis of the original principles, aims and criteria of the nonalin:d movement.” 


The commendation by the sixth summit of nonalined countries constitutes an encouragement 
and an obligation. The fact that the second conference of the po.l is held in the SFRY 
is a tribute to our country and to TANJUG.

all foreign correspondents, permanent or special, and it provored extensive reacticn 

in the world press, although this reaction had different accents outside the non-aligned 
world. 


The Soviet daily PRAVDA, however, was satisfied with publishing at the end of the confer- 
erce, the one and only information on its work and this citing TASS. in two sentences, 
PRAYDA singled out the criticism addressed to the {word indistinct] Western news agencies 
and pointed to the [word indistinct] imperialist monopoly of information”. 


Ir continuation, citing the proposal of an [word indistinct] delegation to "freeze" the 
pool membership of the Egyptian MIDDLE EAST NEWS AGENCY (MENA), PRAVDA erties: “However, the 
chairman of the conference, director of the Yugoslav news agency TANJUG, opposed this proposal”. 


And this was all that PRAVDA published about the pool conference, What may be seen from this, 
inadditionto the obvious tendertiousness of the information, is the paper's intention to do 
what it cannot do-esow doubts about our reiations with the Arab countries and news agencies. 
The information published in PRAVDA is an example of a htir-truth quickly turning into mis- 
infornation.

of the Coordination Comittee, 


Nobody had any objection and the discussion on tha electjon of *he Coordination Committee 
members continued. There is nothing of this in either PiAVDA or TASS, nor do they men- 
tion the fact that the conference chairman gave, at the end of the dis.assion, an ex- 
planation which was also accepted unanimourly, to the effect that no consensus had deen 
reached on the candidature of the Egyptian news agency. He noted therefore that MENA 
(?was not) elected to the Coordination Cummittee and asked that another from amongst 

the African news agencies be «i. ‘+4 in its place, This was subsequently done. 


Soviet correspondents also failed wtice the acknowledgement unanimousl;, expressed 

at the end of the conference for tne Gem “ratic and efficient condact of its work, and 
that the chairman in noint was elect. ° with agreement of all the delegations as chairman 
of the pool Cvordination Comm ttee for the next three-year term, 


This lates: misinformation of TRAVDA and TASS may be taken as an example and a proor 

of the justified nature of the non-aligned news agencies' commitment to developing coop- 
eration among themselves also through the collective forms such as the pool, while 
striving in this samner for the elimination of the foreig monopolies of “truth” and 

the ensurance of their basic rigits to offer the truth about themselves not only to the 
non-aligned but also beyond, This is the reason why, after any misinformation of this kind, 
no matter what side it comes from, our conviction about the meaning and sigiificance 

of the pool's existence ond development is becoming stronger. This time, » contribution 
to the strengthening of this conviction was given, albeit unintentionally, by PRAVDA and 


TASS.

of Radio Broadcesting Organizations of Nonalined Countries upened its fifth meeting, which 
is being attended by representatives of 2] nonalined countries. During its 5-day session 


the committee “will evaluate the past results of cooperation in the field of information and 


prepare the necessary materials for the Second Conference of Nonalined Countries! 
Brcadcasting Organizations which is to be held in Sierra Leone next year." 


Greeting the members of the committee at their Belgrade meeting, Ismail Bajra, federal 
secretary for information, peinted out that “the cooperation of radio broadcasting 
organizations within the framework of teneral cooperation of nonalined countries in the 
field of information” promotes closer ties among them and therevy also zontributes to 
"abolishing the monopoly of big world agencies in the field." Bajra emphasized “the 
multiple significame” of the committee's meeting in a period after and on the eve of 
other important nanalined meetings, the Havana summit confevence ang the recent Second 
Conference of the Nonalined Countries! News Agencies Pool ar’ the Second Conference of 
Nonalineé Countries! Broadcasting Organizations, and "particularly stresse@ that the sixth 
summit conference of nonalined countries in Havana highly and positively appraised the 
cooperation of nonalined countries in the field of information an teiecommunications and 
expressed its full political support for future activities in the t‘eld.”"

documents. 


The Belgrade meeting of the Committee for Cooperation Among Non-Aligned Countries! 
Broadcasting Organizations was held soon after the sixth non-aligned summit in Havana 
and the Second Conference of Non-Aligned Countries! News Agencies Pool in Belgrade and 
at the time of serious preparations for the Second Conference of Non-Aligned Countries 
Broadcasting Organizations. Representatives of broadcasting organizations of 25 non- 
alignei countries participated in the Belgrade meeting. 


At the plenary session today, the committee adopted 1 report of a group of experts on 

the results of the recent, First World Confererce on Radio Communication in Geneva. 

The report sets out that an organized action of non-aligned countries! broadcasting 
organizations was in evidence for the first time at the Geneva conference. In the 

context of a broader action of the non-aligned for changing the present international 
communications and information order, the committee adopted a proposal on concrete 

forms on cooperation among non-aligned tountries! broadcasting organizations and news 
accacies. The proposal stresses the need for giving priority to the non-aligned countries! 
news agency pool information, especially those about the non-aligned countries. 





The committee also considered the questions of a study on the training of personnel for 
the needs of fion-aligned countries! broadcasting organizations, or organizing a radio 

and television festival of the non-aligned and of the activity of a broadcasting 
organizations, of organizing a radio and television festival cf the non-aligned and of the 
activity of a broadcasting organizations programme bank. 


The participants in the fifth meeting of the Committee for Cooperation Among Non-Aligned 
Countries! Broadcasting Organizations today ser* a telegramme of greetings to President 
Titec, conveying their deep respect and gratitude for the Yugoslav president's role in 
strengthening the nonaligned movement and in the struggle for establishing a new world 
order founded on justice and equality.

the lack of accord on the proposal for Egypt to be elected to the Coordination Committee, 
Sudan, invited by the African group chairman, accepted its previous candidacy,

Following the intervention 
by several delegates and a proposal by Malta's delegate, the presidium of the session 
allowed the PLO represeniative to proceed and Egypt's representatives reserved their right 
to reply.

[Excerpt] Belgrade-~\it the nonalined summit in Havana this summer the Arab states demanded 
the expulsion of the Bgyptian MENA news agency, In the Coordination Committee, which met 
directly before the conference, a group led by Indian Chairman Mankekar succeeded in 
heading off this motion with the following arguments: The pool is not a political but a 
professional forum; Egypt is a member of the nonalined movement whose potential expulsion 
will only be discussed at next year's ministerial Conference, in line with the Havana 
decisions; every member is entitled to equal treatment, 


At the Plenary Session under Yugoslav chairmanship, however, the rab states and especially 
the PLO were not prevented from blasting the "traitor", Egypt, ‘ith long political 
jeclarations, Virtually in the last hour of the conference, on Saturday evening [24 November ], 
this group succeeded in expressly excluding MENA from the Coordination Committee which in 
Belgrade was expanded from 15 to 25 members, The Yugoslav mass media did not say @ single

[Text] Apropos of our country's rejations with the world let us immediately say that the 
Second Conference of the Pool of News Agencies of the Nonalined Countries and 
representatives of the governments of the nonalined countries ought to conclude in the 
Sava Center in Belgrade tonight. Branko Rabrenovic reports on the work of the conference. 


he precess of decolonization, which has been strongly in the ascendancy since the 
sixtics has not yet definitely reached its end with a victory over the forces of reaction 
and dependence and over division and paternalism. If a decolonization of countries and 
territories has been carried out to a certain extent, it is certain that practically 
mthing has been done on decolonizing economic relations, and until recently the least 

of all on decolonizing information. For decades, only a few news agencies--AP, AFP, UPI 
and REUTERS--have been filling the world with their information, their view of events, 
their positions and their solutions. 


For decades, for instance, people in Chad, Peru, Pakistan and Zambia have learned by means 
of the news agencies in London, New York or Paris what is happening in their country, 
or a few kilometers away from their own homes. 


The pool of the news agencies of the nonalined countries founded 5 years ago is one of 
the most important factors in the struggle for total decolonization, in view of the 
fact that it embarked on the struggle for decolonizing a very important sphere in world 
relations, on the struggle for a decolonization of information. 


President Tito's message to the Second Conference of the Pool of News Agencies of the 
Nonalined Countries says, among other things, that cooperation in the field of information 
is an integral part of the struggle of the nonalired countries to create more just 
international political and economic relations. The pool began with 12 news agencies, 
while now 54 news agencies work in the pool and as many delegations are attending the 
second conference in 3elgrade. 


With its 40,000 words transmitted daily, compared with 35 million words transmitted by 
the four largest news agencies in the world, the pool of the nonalined countries may 
appear very small. However, the truth which one likes and in which one believes, even 


when whispered, is worth more rnd is more engaging, than when the circumvention of truth 
is blazed abroad. 





The Belgrade meeting of representatives of news agencies of nonalined countries, 
therefore, had no intention of declaring a war on the powerful men of news and influence 
on world public opinion. The desire of the meeting has been, as was unanimously 
expressed, to put things in their places and to say: Information is a component part 

of the struggle for political and economic independence; an equitable flow of information 
and the creation of a new information system is an imperative to this world; monopoly 
and one-sided, tendentious information .ce the remnants of colonial relations in the 
world. 


The pool of the nonalined countries is a challenge for the great world news agencies, 
but judging by the very working atmosphere which has prevailed in the Belgrade Sava 
Center, the day is not far away when, for instance, information between the Togolese 
capital Lome and the Benin capital Porto Novo, which are only 48 kilometers apart, will 
be exchanged directly and not via London as heretofore.

In this complex and great process of independence anc freedon, which has today becone 4 
process of World dimensions and character, given the giant dinensions of the nonalined 
movevent in the number of states and peoples it comprises, in this process, the role of 
the information media is truly great, exceptional and uniform, but also comple. 

Indeed, without independence on the level of information, without the right and opportunity 
of each country to te), the world the truth about itself, it would be impossible to gain 
a true picture of the «efforts being made to develop countries, and to regard in entirety 
these countries' involvenent in international affairs. It was therefore rightly assessed 
at the fifth sunnit of the nonalined in Colombo that the establishment of independence 
and the devélopment of national information media are an integral part of the general 
struggle for political and economic independence. 
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[It is from this point of Separture that we regard and give a very high assessment of 

the formation of the Nonalined Countries News Agencies Pool in January 1975, and the fact 
that in the past few years a very great deul has been done to develop the pool and to 
affirm it on the broadest international level. We consider that the fornation of the 
pool and its activity represent a major event in the struggle for a new international 
information order, and the simificance of this movenent was equated with the new inter- 
national economic order at the summit in Colombo, as is well known.

for development of universal cooperation and friendship between peoples i: the world. 





The emancipation of information and the creation of a new information oraer are a direct 
function of such a vision of the world and are in the interest of the entire international 
community. 


Your task is all the more complex in that the pool's activities are not welcomed on all 
Sides of the world, that is primarily and exclusively in those structures which are 
oriented toward the blocs and which wish to maintain the monopoly over information 
waich is a function of their bloc policy and goals. Their aim to maintain the monopoly 
over presentation--in essence a one-sided and tendencious presentation-<of that which 
takes place in the nonalined and other developing countries is apparent precisely in 
their opposition to the news agencies pool. All the more so in that the members of 

the poo! cave never made any declarations against the big news agencies and systems, 
but have declared themselves for cooperation, though, of course, amid equality and 
respect. 


Such an orientation on the part of the pool drives from the fact that it forms an 
integral part of the nonalined movement and that all those noble and progressive 
principles making up the essence of that movement and its irreplaceable position in 
international relations as a whole ars valid for the members of the pool. The pool, 
therefore, is mot and cannot be any kind of supranational organism or organization, 
nor any |) ind of news monopoly, for it is precisely monopoly that it opposes. Your 
pool is wot nor does it need to be linked to or reliant on the great information 
systems, for then it would not be a pool of nonalined countries. It is a collection 
of independent news agencies who have pooled their cadre, technical and commmication 
forces and have formed from their information material a joint service intended for the 
world public opinion and for their own peoples, in order precisely to safeguard one 
further element of the independence and equality of their countries. This is attained 
by strengthening the national information media, by reliance on their own forces, by 
mutual assistance and with the aid of the international community through the United 
Nations. 





The heads of state or government of the nonalined countries gave important assessments 
of your work and adopted stands on it at the sixth summit in Havana. For its part the 
Yugoslav Government will do everything within its power to carry out the decisions 
adopted at this meeting directed toward further strengthening the pool and enabling it 
to fulfill all its more major tasks. 
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Friends, we are very pleased that the second conference of the pool is being held in 
Yuposlavia. We consider this to be a recogition of the efforts made by our country 
and our news agency, TANJUG, in conjunction with all other nonalined countries and with 
the agencies of all other nonalined countries to achieve better and more just relations 
in the world. 


In our country, too, we advocate further development and successful functioning ct an 
integrated system of information and propaganda, as an integral part of the sociopolitical 
system of socialist self-management. 


Major results have been achieved in the development--hitherto dynamic-«f information 
activity in our country. Im the SFRY today over 1.5 billion copies of newspapers and 
journals are printed annually; there are over 5 million television sets and about 4.5 
million radio sets. Radic and television programs in the SFRY are prepared and broad- 
cast in 11 languages of our nations and nationalities, and Yugoslav radio and television 
today cooperates with 28 radio and television organizations from 25 countries of the 
“orld. 


The freedom of thr press, radio and television in expressing the progressive aspirations 
of socialist self-managing development in our country can be limited by nothing except 


the responsibility and the obligations of information activity toward that development. 


The role and responsibility of information activity, in particular of the press, radio 
and television, is irreplaceable in making more profound the equality, brotherhocd and 
unity of our nations and nationalities, in fostering the revolutionary and other positive 
legacies of our society, and indzveloping further the socialist self-managing democracy 
and the nonalined policy of our country. 


Dear friends, the mowledge is very dear to us that in recent years the pool has become 
the broadest form of free information exchange and has helped to gradually break the 
monopoly enjoyed by just a small number of news agencies. It is to the joint credit of 
all agencies participating in the exchange of information in the pool that these 
important results have been achieved by now, although in such a short period of time, 
The very fact that over the last few years since the formation of the pool over 20 news 
agencies have been formed in countries where they had never existed before, demonstrates 
the interest taken in the pool and in strengthening it. Of course, the pool is con- 
fronted by numerous problems as, indeed, is the whole nonalined movement. It is not 

a question just of pressures aimed at preventing the pool from becoming 4 mighty force 
enjoying equality in the world exchange of information, but also of the material, 
technical, cadre and other difficulties confronting you. 


Your difficulties are objective ones, but the development and growth of the pool will 
proceed hand-in-hand with the development and growtt of the nonalined movement, that is 
of its member countries. The rapid development of riational agencies from which the 
pool derives its strength as an organism uniting your efforts and opportunities is the 
great need of each nonalined country. This, among other things, is because multilateral 
exchange of information insures corr<etion of the imbalance in the information flow, and 
this is the basic prerequisite for fuller international affirmation and identification 
of the national and cultural characteristics of countries and peoples. I think that 
this is indivisibly linked with the creation of a climate of friendship and of cooperation 
on the broadest international level, toward creation of a climate of mtual trust and 
understanding. 
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All this may have a very beneficial effect on overall irternational relations, and it is 
therfore the duty of all mews agencies, which means nov omiy those in the nonalined 
countries, to work and function in this spirit. This is the sole correct approach and 
contribution to the struggle for the formation of a nex international information order, 
for it is incorrect and unjust to meive others concepts and prescriptions as to how to 
conduct themselves wand to criticize the pool for not obeying these concepts and pre- 
scriptions, but for seeking its own expression as an integral part of the independent 
national essences of the nonalined countries. 


Friends and comrades, in following the activities of the pool, I have had the opportunity 
to establish that in complex circumstances and in connection with complex issues of your 
work and development you have always found a common language, in the uniform aspiration 
to promote the pool further. This complexity derives from the complexity of international 
events and processes as a Whole, and also from the fact that the nonalined movement, and 
thereby also the nonalined agencies pool, are not a bioe nor a monolithic orgaiism, but 

a community of countries with varying social systems and levels of developsent, and 
primarily a democratic assembly of independent countries which expresses tnus its 
standpoints and opinions. Independence is their prime common aim, and the strengthening 
of unity is the prerequisite for this goal to be achieved by common efforts. I am 
profoundly convinced that you proceed in this conference, too, from such points of 
departure of the nonalined movement and nonalined policy, and that this time, too, you 
will take a new step ahead in improving cooperation and thereby strengthening the pool. 
With such a conviction I greet you once more, and wish you fruitful results at your 
assembly, which will be of great simificance for the peoples of 411 nonalined countries.

NIGER: EXTENSIVE TELEVISION EXPANSION PLANS REVEALED 
AB210955 Niamey LE SAHEL in French 15, 16 Dec 79 pp 1, 2, 3 AB 


[Excerpts] The development of Niger's television which is being carried out 
in three phase (start, Phase I and Phase II) has been found to be entirely 
satisfactory b, Niger authorities at this starting phase. The installation 
of the facilities for this phase is proceeding normally, and the cquipment 
is projected to start operating in June 1980. 


The 1979-1980 launching phase, at cost of 66 million CFA, financed by the 
FAC [Aid and Cooperation Fund] and the CCCE [Central Fund for B:onomic Co- 
operation! essentially comprises the following: the building of premises 
for a Nodal center and a laboratory for color development; color equipment 
for the central control room and for the broadcasting control roon; 
purchase of a car for reporters and a news car; supply of film equipment; 
creation of three new broadcasting TV centers at Birni N'konni, Maradi and 
Zinder; installation of three television relay transmitters fed by solar 
energy; extension of microwave links for the transmission of television 
programs as far as Zindér; creation in rural zones of 350 community centers 
fed by solar generators; establishment--in electrified urban areas--of 

120 community reception centers with television sets. 


The study and the development of the projects were assigned to IDF. Around 
twenty contracts and more than 250 orders were prepared for the implement- 
ation of the installations. 


Three conventions valued at 6.7 million CFA francs were concluded between 
TDF [Telediffusion of France] and ORTN [Niger Radio and Television Broad- 
casting Office] for the realization of the project, professional training 
and for the logistical support during the lavur-ching period. 


After six months of preparatory work, color television broadcasts started 
in April 1979. The equipment is being installed and the tota) pianned 
equipment will start operating in June 1980. 


Under «he leadership of a project chief, 50 technicians from TDF are working 
on the main parts of the project. A representative of TDF, who resides in 
Nivaey, supervises the work. 
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It must be said that the Niger authorities are very pleased with the rapid 
realization of the project and the process adopted for the management of 
contracts. A meeting on the extension of the tele-communications network 
and the development of television was held at the Ministry of Cooperation 
5 and 6 Decembcr 1979. The purpose of that meeting was to define ways to 
implement Phase I of the project which was studied by SOFRECOM and TDF and 
waich comprises: an international earth static in Niamey; three domestic 
earth stations in Niamey, Adadez and Bilma; fo. broadcasting transmitting 
Stations in Agadez, Arlit, In-Gall and Bilma; radio relay systems; exten- 
sion of the Niamey television production center; the installation of color 
TV in the control room B; the creation of 250 community reception centers 
in the air area; telephone exchanges and urban networks; training actions 
for telecommunications and for the ORTN: the building of houses. 


The total cost of Phase I is estimated at 287 million CFA francs. As for 
Phase II, the studies will be urdeztaken by the SOFRECOM, TDF and Fvance 
Cable Radio. The program calls for the extension of the television network 
to Goure, Diffa, Nguigmi and Tahoua. The financing of this second phase 
will take place once the engineering consultants have submitted their pre- 
liminary studies.

NEW DELHI-MOSCOW SATELLITE LINK BY 1981 
Madras THE HINDU in English 11 Dec 79 p 10 


[Text] New Delhi, Dec. 10. New Delhi will be linked to Moscow by satel- 
lite by the end of 1980 or the beginning of 1981. 


This is one of the decisions taken at a coordination meeting of telecom- 
munication experts from the Meteorological Services of India, the Soviet 
Union, Egypt and the World Meteorological Organisation, Geneva, which has 
just concluded here. 


The meeting decided to switch over the new Delhi-Moscow main trunk cii- 
cuit segment to a high speed data circuit via satellite. Its speed will 
be 3,000 words or more per minute as against 1,500 words per minute on 
the radio circuit at present. 


The meeting, sponsored by the World Meteorological Organisation, reviewed 
the present operational and technical status of telecommunication set up of 
the regional telecommunication hubs at New Delhi, Cairo and the World 
Meteorological Centre at Moscow as well as the main trunk circuit systems 
connecting these centres under the "World Weather Watch" programme. 


The experts took important decisions on further improving these segments 
for smoother and faster exchange and distribution of meteorological data 
and processed information. 


The meeting appreciated India's plan for launching the Geostationary 
Satellite (INSAT-I) in early 1981 which will be a multipurpose satellite 
with a meteorological component. It hoped that the satellite would contri- 
bute a great deal to the “World Weather Watch Programme" particularly to 
the countries in the area to be covered by it. 


Transmission of weather charts in digital form in place of pictorial trans- 


mission was also discussed at the meeting which was inaugurated by Dr P. K. 
Das, Director General of Meteorology.--PTI.

[fext] Tokyo, 14 Dec, KYODO--Reflecting domestic business improvement, 
total revenues of communication services in the country, including posts 
and telecommunications, in fiscal 1978 ended last March rose 6.4 percent 
over the previous year to yen 5,416 billion. 


This was revesied in the annual white piper on communications reported to 
the cabiuet Friday by Posts and Telecomaunications Minister Masao Onishi. 


Tne white paper, whose main theme was “:ommunications and contemporary 
culture," said 14.2 billion domestic postal items were handled by post 
offices. across the nation in fiscal 1978. This was 4.3 percent more than 
in the previous year and a record high figure, it added. | 


The number of households and business establishments paying television 
viewing fees to the Japan Broadcasting Corporation (NHK) also increased 
2.2 percent to 28.4 million, it said. 


It said the number of telephone subscribers increased 3.8 percent to 36.4 
million. 


Among major changes in the communications sector in fiscal 1978, the white 
paper noted the introduction of multiplex TV broadcasting enabling viewers 
with sound multiplex receivers to listen to bilingual and stereophonic 
programs. 


It said progress was made in establishing a structure for commercializing 
space communications and in preparation for experiments on the Character 
and Pattern Telephone Access Information Network (Captains) system. 


The posts and telecommunications ministry licensed NHK and 11 commercial 
television broadcasting companies between September 1978 and last March 
to engage in multiplex TV broadcasting. 


The number of postal items handled by post offices surpassed the prewar 
level of 4.8 billion in 1955 and has been increasing annually, reaching a 
record figure in fiscal 1978. 
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The white paper said telephone direct-dialing capability was achieved 
nationwide in the fiscal year. 


It said the dissemination rate of TV sets rose on a nationwide level due 
to the construction of microwave relay network and reductio. in prices of 
TV sets due to developments in integrated circuits and other electronic 
technology. 


As for the future, the white paper predicted that new information media 
will be put to practical use. 


They include sending and receiving of letters and images by facsimile, 
diversification of TV and radio broadcasting using ultra high frequency 
(UHF) and frequency modulation (FM) as well as establishments of univers:- 
ties of the air. 


Other new information media mentioned in the white paper include the 
Captains System in which characters and images are transmitted by phone 
for display on ordinary TV receivers. 


The posts and telecommunications ministry has already started experiments 
on the system.

TELEPHONE DEMANDS TO BE MET WITHIN 4 YEARS 


Buenos Aires LA NACION in Spanish 23 Nov 79 p 12 


[Text] The secretary of communications, Brig Gen Eduardo Oscar Corrado, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the demand related to orders ior telephone service 
may be met within 3 or 4 years. However, the military  fficial explained 
that the total demand cannot be met, “because as that demand is fulfilled, 
the requests will increase and people will want more telephones.” 


General Corrado who, last night, made statements on a news program carried 
by a television channel in this capital, cited as an example the fact that 
the plan for installing 2 million lines started in 1976, which was intended 
to meet the present and future demand for the next 10 years, had to be re- 
vised to increase the program by nearly 300,900 lines per year, “so that 
we may be covered for the increase that will occur in demand.” 


The Interconnecting System 


In response to a question, he explained that the situation in Buenos Aires 
was quite unique. "In the federal capital, particularly, and in Greater 
Buenos Aires, we would gain nothing by continuing the installation of tele- 
phonee and exchanges; because if we continue at this rate, by 1981 no one 
will be able to communicate regardless of how many exchanges and telephones 
are installed." 


He added: "The problem in the city of Buenos Aires is highly complex and, 
rather than install exchanges and telephones, we must expand the intercon- 
necting system between those exchanges. And also (and for this we have the 
famous digital belt), we mst offer an alternative to all communications 
facilities; because if we di not, what we are experiencing now as a lack of 
tone could by 1981 reach the poirt of complete lack of communication.” 


‘There Were Many Complaints As Early as 19350' 





General Corrado subsequently remarked (in response to a question) that he did 
not believe that the shortcomings in telephone service began in 1946. "I 
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think that they preceded that date, despite the fact that, in that year, the 
service rendered was in private hands. The telephone problem is a historical 
one. There were many complaints as early as 1930, and I have records in the 
company; complaints that were made by the entities themselves, and by the 
Chamber of Deputies. I mean to say that, in the final years of private ope- 
ration, there were already many problems; because the concessions which the 
private companies had were not real concessions that gave them legal security 
for rendering services, and the operations took place in the most profitable 
areas, but the country did not actually have communication." 


100,000 Telephones Out Of Order 


Then the offical gave a reminder of the company's situation in 1976, after 
which he noted that, in March 1977, there were 110,000 telephones out of or- 
der in the federal capital, while the delay in repairs was virtually 360 days. 
He said that now, as of this date, despite the recent rainfall, we have 

5,000 telephones; and he added that the average repair at present may be 
expected to take under 45 days. 


Annual Investments 


On another topic, General Corrado disclosed that ENTEL [National Telecommuni- 
-ations Company] is making total investments of about $500 million per year, 
both in new plants and maintenance; explaining that the latter is not profit- 
able for the company, although it is for the service. 


The communications secretary also said that ENTEL's budget is balanced, and 
will continue to be. On a different subject he argued that this is one of 
the companies which has most resolutely attacked peripheral private owner- 
ship. 


Data Processing and Electronics 
At 1800 hours today, the communications secretary will speak at the closing 
of the French-Argentine Meetings on Data Processing and Electronics, held

ENTEL RELEASES FIGURE EARMARKED FOR EXPANSION PROJECTS 
Buenos Aires LA NACION in Spanish 23 Nov 79 p 13 


[Text] The budgetary estimate made by the National Telecommunications Company 
[ENTEL] for expanding the present system of coaxial cable amounts to a total 
of 26,386,980,000 pesos. At a “very early" date, the company will call for 
bids on providing, installing and putting it into operation. 





The existing coaxial cable covers the area from General Pacheco (Buenos Aires 
Province) to Canada de Gomez (Santa Fe Province); and it will be extended at 
one end as far as the Cuyo powerplant in this capital, and, at the other, as 
far as the city of Cordoba. This will increase the interconnecting facili- 
ties between Buenos Aires and the Cordoban capital; while simultaneously in- 
creasing the long-distance service in the localities covered by the future 
line. The system will afford an alternate route for the radio hookup system 
to which it will run parallel. In this regard, the future operation of a 

new satellite telecommunications station in Cordoba is significant. 


Long-Distance Dialing 


ENTEL signed a contract with the Italian company Italtel, and with the Argen- 
tine firm, Loiacono Construction, for supplying installing and putting into 
operation a “modem" mutliplex channel telephone service, in stages, over a 
period of 4 years. 


The project was contracted for with national investments totaling 3, 706,563,500 
pesos, and $4,872,616 worth of imported materials. The equipment to be in- 
stalled will make it possible to increase the long-distance lines, affording 
continuation of the plan to expand the national long-distance dialing ser- 
vice. 


Lack of Communication 
During the past few days, it has been noted that telephone subscribers in 


the southern part of the country are having trouble in receiving calls from 
those in the city of Buenos Aires. 
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According to a report from ENTEL, the problem originated with flaws in the 
work done by the contracting firm Yecsa, which are the reason for interfer- 
ence with major telephone cables in the downtown area of this capital, caus- 
ing lack of communication for a considerable number of subscribers. 


Explanation 


ENTEL addressed the retirees and pensioners of the company to explain that 
"the compulsory nature of the benefits offered by the National Institute for 
Social Works is no obstacle to the continuance of the services rendered by 
the firm's social service entity." It announced that, if the members want to 
give up the ENTEL social service, they can make the necessary arrangements on 
Mondays and Wednesdays, from 0800 to 1500 hours, at 2740 Cangallo, in the 
capital, or in the social service entity's areas and subordinate agencies.

BIDS OPEN FOR NEW TELEPHONE LINES FOR FORMOSA CITY 
Buenos Aires LA NACION in Spanish 25 Nov 79 p 23 


[Text] At 1000 hours tomorrow, at the National Telecommunications Company 
international bidding will be opened for supplying, installing and putting 
into service 351,900 telephone lines with semielectronic technology, accom- 
panied by an option for an additional 200,000 lines over a 4-year period. 


In the competition held a few months ago, eight groups of firms consisting 
of Acgentine companies associated with others in the United States, Sweden, 
the Netherlands, Japan and France were prequalified to submit bids. 


According to a report, at the end of 4 years the state company will be in a 
position to contract directly with the awarded group for a supply of 150,000 
lines per year, over a period of 1l years. 


The semielectronic technology consists of equipment regulated by computers 
and control systems using a stored program, which affords several advantages 
for the user, such as the identification and location of calls, internation- 
al long-distance dialing, etc. 


In Formosa 


The general administrator of the National Telecommunications Company, Col 
Luis Alberto Amallo, opened 3,000 telephone lines for public service in the 
city of Formosa. 


The equipment will raise the capacity of the exchange to 5,000 subscriber 
lines and 50 public telephones; but the building may house as many as 30,000 
lines in the future. 


Through a connection with the Interurban Automatic Center in Resistencia, 
direct communication by long distance dialing may be obtained with over 120 
locations in the country, as well as with Brazil, Paraguay and Uruguay. In 
the near future, the long-distance dialing connection will be provided with 
the localities of Pirane and El Colorado. 
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When the equipment was provided, 400 telephones were connected; by the end of 
the year they will have totaled 1,000; and, in 1980, all requests will have 
been fulfilled. The investment made by ENTEL amounts to about 7.321 billion 
pesos. 


In Banfield and Villa Carlos Paz 


The day after tomorrow, in Villa Carlos Paz, Cordoba, there will be an open- 
ing of 1,600 additional telephone lines, which required an investment of 
4,648,512,000 pesos; increasing the installed capacity to 3,000 lines. In 
1982, it will be raised again with another 2,000 units. 


Also, on 29 November, a telephone unit consisting of 10,000 lines will go 
into service in Banfield, in Buenos Aires Province, at a cost of 16,155,194,000 
pesos. 


The installed equipment has a capacity for housing up to 40,000 lines in the 
future. This exchange will operate with characteristic 248, and will have 
metered and long-distance dialing service. 


Grants 


ENTEL has offered grants to young people under 18 years of age who have pass- 
ed the third year of the basic course and who want to specialize in careers 
as telecommunications technicians. Those interested should visit the ENTEL 
Training Institute at 1157 Avenida de Mayo, 13th floor, from 0900 to 1200 


hours.

SAN JUAN INAUGURATES TELECOMMUNICATIONS CENTER 





Buenos Aires LA PRENSA in Spanish 3 Dec 79 p 15 


[Text] San Juan--In the middle of this month, the Mogote-Los Corralitos tele- 
communications plant at the top of Pie de Palo hill, 3,200 meters above sea 
level will be opened. There is a possibility that this ceremony may be 

led by the national chief executive, Gen (ret) Jorge Rafael Videla; because 
he originally promised to attend the dedication of the cathedral, which will 
take place on 16 December. 


This plant was built by the provincial government, for the purpose of provid- 
ing the entire interior of the province with telecommunications service which 
has been lacking thus far owing to the topographical features of the San Juan 
soil. 


The operational equipment and the antenna have already been installed, making 
it possible to establish clear optical lines in all directions up to a dis- 
tance of 150 kilometers which can be covered with high-frequency (VHF) and 
ultra-high frequency (UHF) waves, without having to resort to repeaters in 
sections lacking in electric power to feed the equipment. 


The repetition of VHF frequency television signals has been received quite 
clearly in the departments of Iglesia, Calingasta, Jachal, Valle Fertil and 
armiento, as well as in the localities of Chepes and Malanzan, in La Rioja. 


The plant will also have high-frequency equipment for the telephony and te- 
lex beaming, with an initial capacity of 24 channels, to provide service to 
the interior of the province, including the El Pachon copper deposit located 
in the middle of the mountain range. 


In the future, the national system m_ be linked from the Jachal terminal 
with La Rioja and Catamarca, thus closing a circuit which extends throughout 
the entire central and western part of the country. The communications sys- 
tem to be installed from Mogote-Los Corralitos will enable the Army, National 
Guard, police and Air Force, and even data on seismic movements, to be trans- 
mitted, using their VHF and UHF repeaters.

SATELLITE USING MAINLY NATIONAL TECHNOLOGY TO BE LAUNCHED IN 1986 
Brazilian Space Mission 
Sao Paulo 0 ESTADO DE SAO PAULO in Portuguese 21 Nov 79 p 13 


[Text] Sao Jose dos Campos--Brazil will be the fourth country capable of 
producing launching and maintaining a satellite in space--the others are 
the United States, France and the Soviet Union. In the meantime, it re- 
mains to be learned what technology will be utilized: American, French or 
Brazilian. The decision belongs to the Brazilian Space Activities Commis- 
sion (COBAE), which has been meeting since yesterday at the National Space 
Research Institute (INPE) in Sao Jose dos Campos in the Second Seminar on 
Space Activities. 


On Friday, the members of COBAE, which is headed by General Samuel Alves 
Correa, minister-chief of the Armed forces General Staff (EMFA), will «s- 
tablish the Third Basic Scientific and Technological Plan that is going to 
determine the Brazilian space mission for the period 1980-85. The satel- 
lite will be developed by INPE during that period and launched in mid- 

1986 at Barreira do Inferno, propelled by Sonda IV, a rocket being developed 
by the Space Activities Institute, an agency of the Aerospace Technology 
Center (CTA) in Sao Jose dos Campos. 


If the choice of technology for the satellite depended only on the chief 
of the EMFA, it would be national. In the speech at the opening of the 
seminar, General Alves Correa expressed his confidence that the other men- 
bers of COBAE (composed of civilian and military scientists) "will take 
into proper account the fact that that it is essential to reduce the coun- 
try's foreign dependence in the field of space research and activities." 


The satellite will be used to survey national resources such as agronomical, 
forestal, hydraulic and mineral resources, to survey the sea and land 
use--in urban planning, that is, when the satellite goes into operation, ag- 
ricultural areas will be studied to estimate harvests, identify reforested 
areas and control deforested areas; evaluate transit conditions; establish 
biological pars - to locate maritime areas containing fish; and to detect 
pollutants in coascul waters. 
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INPE director Nelson Jesus Fiarada reported that “the program depends on a 

timetable that will have to be approved by the president of the republic, 

after it is prepared by COBAE." If the decision is positive, its develop- 
ment will be in January 198(. 


The satellite will weigh approximately 120 kilos and the combination of satel- 
lite and launchers involves the development of several techniques, from com- 
position and production to the maintenance of space and tracking the 
trajectory in orbit. 


The Sao Paulo Cachoeira station will be responsible for tele-control, fol- 
lowing the changes of position of the vehicle in space, its orbit, and 
collecting the data transmitted by it.

[Text] Sao Jose dos Campos--COBAE has decided to opt for a telecommunica- 
tions satellite with 85 percent national technology, support also by Ger- 
man, French, U. S. and Japanese cooperation, the president of COBAE, Gen- 
eral Samuel Alves Correa, minister-chief of the general staff of the armed 
forces, announced yesterday. 


COBAE's decision and conclusions about the project which, if carried out, 
will make Brazil the fourth nation to have a telecommunications satellite 
in orbit, will now be sent to President Figueiredo, who is responsible for 
making the decision on implementation and the allocation of funds for the 
project. 


The national satellite is to be developed jointly by the INPE and the CTA, 
with the participation of national industry in supplying the parts. Accord- 
ing to General Alves Correa, the costs of the project have not yet been 
estimated because they are dependent on several studies. 


The chief of EMRA revealed also that definite costs will be established by 
next year “in order to begin implementation." He revealed further that on 
16 January 1980, COBAE will hold another meeting in Sao Jose dos Campos, 
"this time we will already have the decision of the president of the repub- 
lic on the project."

GOVERNMENT MAY AUTHORIZE ADDITIONAL MINICOMPUTER PLANTS 
Rio de Janeiro O GLOBO in Portuguese 1 Dec 79 p 25 


[Text] Sao Paulo--The government may authorize the creation of new mini- 
computer piants in addition to the five that already exist in the country 
"as long as they do not employ a technology much different from that which 
the Brazilian computer industry is presently using.” That was the princi- 
pal revelation of the head of the recently created Special Secretariat of 
Informatics (SEI), Octavio Gennari Netto, who granted a press interview 
yesterday in Sao Paulo, when he expiained the structure of the new govern- 
ment agency. 


Constantly repeating that “our concern is to structure the SEI," Gennari 
Netto declared that he plans to create a market reserve to guarantee that 
national companies can market their equipment without the interference 

of multinational competitors. Another aspect pertaining to manufacture 
concerns converting the Brazi) ian Computer Company (COBRA) into a private 
enterprise. 


"The secretariat plans to study the advisability of the continuation of 
government participation in the enterprises. Each case of conversion to 
private control will be studied separately." 


Structure of the SEI 


Thus far, the secretary of informatics already has four names of the per- 
sons who will comprise the management of the new agemy: Colonel Joubert 
de Oliveira Brizida, executive secretary; Guilherme Hatab, industrial sub- 
secretary; Henrique Costabele, subsecretary for services, and Jackson Gue- 
des, studies and planning. As for the Brazilian Data-Processing Company 
(DIGIBRAS), it is expected that the composition of its board of directors 
will be announced by the 10th of the month. 


Speaking about future studies of import requests, Gennari Netto declared 
that “we will try to act as soon as possible, giving priority to the re- 
quests of greater national interest." The new special secretary announced 
that the import quota for the sector next year will be equal to last year's: 
$130 million. 
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“We are requesting an increase in that estimate, which was not enough to 
cover this year's needs. Simply to give an idea, on the 20th of last month 
we had 862 import requests pending, representing $98 million. For next 
year, the requirements of the national and mu]tinational companies for 
purchases abroad determined up to now total $137 million.

EMBRATEL TO EXPAND TELEX NETWORK 
Sao Paulo O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO in Portuguese 30 Nov 79 p 14 


[Text] The president of the Brazilian Telecommunications Company (EMBRA- 
TEL), Helvecio Gilson, said in Rio yesterday that one of the company's main 
goals for next year will be expansion of the national telex network with 

a view to supporting the government's plan to aid agricultural activities, 
with the dissemination of reports on harvests for the farmers in various 
parts of the country. 


He explained, "We will thereby be decidedly contributing to eliminating the 
middlemen, who end up increasing the price of foodstuffs." He added that 
in 1980 the National Telematic Plan will be established in 30 Brazilian 
cities, putting into operation the transdata service, linked to the network 
of data transmission by computer. 


The statements were made at the luncheon at the military club given by the 
Brazilian Telecommunications Association to commemorate the 15th anniversary 
of EMBRATEL. After his speech, Helvicio was awarded “Teleco Medal of Merit." 
The luncheon was attended by the directors -~f the main companies and or- 
ganizations in the telecommunications area. 


In his speech, the president of EMBRATEL reviewed the company's activities 
during the last 14 years, declaring that "created in 1965, EMBRATEL at the 
outset faced the challenge of giving the country in a very short period a 
telecommunications system in keeping with the stage of development then 
achieved. In a period of approximately 5 years, a large part of the na- 
tional basic network was established; at the same time, the link with the 
international system of telecommunications via satellite was established 
through the Tangua ground station.” 


He declared also that “beginning in 1982, there is envisaged for the national 
telex network the use of modern equipment of the most advanced technology, 
with medium and large computer-programmed exchanges on a larger scale, 
microprocessors to take care of distant localities, a telex/data network 

and families of electronic teleprinters for telex and data at various 
speeds." 
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According to him, to take care of large organizations, EMBRATEL has estab- 
lished the computerized system for the automatic retrensmission of messages, 
which operates as a public international telegraphic exchange, in addition 
to offering private service for the retransmission of messages to different 
companies on the national level. "Since data communication constitutes the 
whole complex of functions of transmission of information codified in digital 
form and the codification an. conversion necessary for thie transmission,” 
he explained, “EMBRATEL is providing telex and Sicram services and estab- 
lishing the data transmission (transdata) service.

ANTEL EXPERTS DISCLOSE TELEPHONE SERVICE PLANS 
Service By City 


Montevideo EL PAIS in Spanish 8 Nov 79 p 5 


[Text] The experts from ANTEL [National Telecommunications Administration] 
described the status of the telephone system and the plans which the entity 
has devised for the future. They said that in Montevideo the wearing out 
of equipment due to years of use and old cable has caused the main problems, 
and announced that, in 1980, 3,000 connections will be made in the downtown 
area, and 4,500 in Pocitos, Union, Cordon and Aguado; in addition to 60 sa- 
tellite channels to be established with the external area. Following is the 
dialog held with the experts from ANTEL: 


[Question] Generally speaking, what is the preseat status of telephones in 
Montevideo? 


[Answer] In order to operate, the urban telephyne service needs four major 
groups of components: the equipment for the eychange, the general cables 
(aerial and underground), the individual line for each subscriber and the 
telephone set. 


Each one of them has a certain useful life, and if they are not replaced 
their operativeness is no longer reliab\s., and defects appear more often 
than is normal. 


In Montevideo, the general cables are old and, therefore, when they are da- 
maged by water seepage, there are complete interruptions in service over ex- 
tensive areas, or the communications between exchanges are hampered. 


The exchange equipment (sensitive mechanisms in constant motion) is also 
very worn, thereby causing wrong numbers, communications that are joined 
together or cut off, delays in obtaining the dial tone or making calls, 
noise in conversations, etc. It must be taken into consideration that 40 
percent of the equipment is between 25 and 40 years old, and 17 percent has 
been in use for over 40 years. 
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Finally, the individual lines and defective sets can leave the subscriber 
without service. 


At the end of their useful life, all these components should be replaced, 
either totally or partially. For several years, when the country suffered 
a shortage of foreign exchange, it was impossible to import spare parts for 
exchanges or new general cables. None of these components are manufactured 
in the country. 


Since the creation of ANTEL 5 years ago, the replacement plan has been in- 
tensified, but the task is of such dimensions that it will be another seve- 
ral years before the defects disappear. Over 20,000 individual lines have 
already been changed, and the all the main hookup cable between exchanges 
has been protected with the injection of pressurized dry air. The latter 
measure has made it possible for only one large main cable to break down 
during the past 2 years, as an exception, and therefore without causing a 
complete stoppage in communications. 


With the new systems in Centenario, Pocitos and the downtown exchange area,it 
is expected that part of the problem will be solved by 1980 or 1981. 


With regard to the exchanges, a complete renovation should be made in most 
of them, and to accelerate this it is planned to contract for this work with 
Lie companies which manufacture and install the equipment themselves, during 
1980. In addition, there will be a continued replacement of equipment over 
40 years old and, subsequently, of that which is not so old but which has 
become obsolescent. 


Without Total Stoppage 


[Question] Why do weather phenomena, such as rain, wind, etc., cause an al- 
most automatic stoppage of the possibility of communicating with certain 
areas? 


[Answer] This is partially due to what has been said previously. We repeat, 
for nearly 2 years there have been no total stoppages of the possibility of 
communicating between the various exchanges. Also, there are seldom failures 
in the large subscriber cables; and hence, but for a few exceptions (often 
situations caused by third parties), there is no lack of communication with 
large areas, not even when there is heavy rainfall. 


It is true that heavy rain, wind, etc., cause damage to individual lines or 
aerial cables which have a low capacity and are exposed to electrical dis- 
charge, frequent contact with trees, etc. In such instances, there is a 
blockage of isolated subscribers, or of those concentrated in small areas. 


[Question] How many repairs are made per day? 
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[Answer] As has already been explained, repairs are being made in the ex- 
changes, on the general cables, in the subscriber lines and on the sets. 


The number of repairs on cables, individual lines and sets varies, depending 
on whether they are done on days with good weather or on days after rain or 
wind. In the latter case, they reach peaks of between 4,000 and 5,000 sub- 
scribers per day, who have a failure for all kinds of reasons; and these are 
repaired in accordance with the potential of the service personnel. The ca- 
pacity for repairing general cables is about 40 per day. Also, it is pos- 
sible to repair about 400 individual lines and sets per day. 


As for the failures in exchanges (blockage with other subscribers, continuous 
ringing, burned out fuses, etc.), the number per day depends more on the 
traffic than on the rainfall. It is possible to repair from 500 to 700 
breakdowns per day. 


Four Zones St.vicken 
[Question] Which zones are hardest hit? 


[Answer] The zones hardest hit are several, depending on the type of failure 
involved. The defects in medium and small capacity cables are most common 
in areas in which they have little protection, because they are in aerial 
sections. In this regard, the most complicated zones are Colon, Paso, Un- 
ion and Carrasco. 


The failures in subscriber lines occur more often in the same zones, includ- 
ing Aguada, and for the same reasons. In the downtown area there are serious 
problems of maintenance for lines, owing to the countless lights and marquees. 
etc. 


Finally, the failures in exchanges occur more often on badly worn equipment, 
such as that in Cordon, Aguada, Pocitos (78) and Paso. 


It should be noted that the problems in the downtown area (90, 91 and 98) in 
obtaining a dial tone or making a call are due largely to the excessive num- 
ber of calls during hourse of great business activity, and also to a consi- 
derable extent, the artificial tie-up caused by users who, without touching 
the hook, do not wait for the call signal to appear, or who leave the phone 
off the hook to obtain the free signal, but then lose this opportunity by 
not dialing immediately, thereby causing ineffective use of the recorders 

in the exchange. 


New Long-Distance Dialing Areas 


[Question] When will other Montevideo exchanges become incorporated into the 
national microwave (long-distance dialing) system? 
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[Answer] In early 1980, the subscribers in level 90 of the downtown exchange 
will be incorporated. At the beginning of the second quarter, the subscrib- 
ers in Carrasco whose number is between 50,000 and 50,3999 will be included. 


Completing the service, all of Cordon will begin to have teleselection in 
the second half of next year. 


[Question] What is next? 


[Answer] The answer has already been given that it will be downtown (level 
90). 


[Question] When will the Peninsula (Montevideo) and Centenario exchanges be 
opened? 


[Answer] The Montevideo Peninsula exchange (which has been named "Ciudad 
Vieja" will be equipped early in 1980. 


The incorporation of the zone's subscribers will be completed in about 3 
months. Virtually the same deadlines apply to Centenario. 


7,500 New Connections 


(Question] What benefits will be accrued from their equipment? 





[Answer] Ciudad Vieja will reduce the traffic in the downtown zone, and will 
afford connections for about 3,000 applicants. Centenario will make it 
possible for connections to be provided for 4,500 applicants in Pocitos, 
Union, Cordon and Aguada. In Ciudad Vieja, the cable system will be re- 
vamped, using the new underground wiring system that has been installed; 
and, in the case of Centenario, a completely new system is being made with 
plastic cables used for the first time in our country. 


[Question] When will all the departmental capitals and the main population 
centers in the interior section of the country be incorporated into the long- 
distance dialing system? 


[Answer] The extension of the long-distance dialing system is linked with the 
construction of new microwave systems and automatic interurban exchanges for 
which the design and bidding stages have already been completed, and hence 
they are included in the current contracts. In the near future, it is plan- 
ned to incorporate the following into this service: 


Piriapolis and El Pinar, early 1980; San Jose and Carrasco, mid-1980; Soly- 
mar, Salto, Paysandu, Minas, Mercedes, Fray Bentos and San Carlos, late 
1980; Rivera, Tacuzrembo, Artigas, Durazno and Trinidad, mid-1981; Pando, 
late 1981; Melo and Treinta y Tres, mid-1982. 
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It should be explained that: 


a. There is already long-distance dialing between the exchanges in Salto and 
Paysandu. 


b. There is partial service from Minas, Mercedes and Fray Bentos, because 
their subscribers can dial long-distance, but they cannot receive long- 
distance dialed calls from the exchanges with total service, which are: 
Montevideo (except for Cordon, part of Carrasco and downtown), Las Piedras, 
La Paz, Camelones, San Jose, Florida, Atlantida, Salinas, Parque del Plata, 
Rocha, Maldonado, Punta del Este, La Barra, Portezuelo and Colonia. 


[Question] When will this system be installed between Montevideo and Buenos 
Aires? 


[Answer] Although it is intended to start the service before the end of the 
year, the date will have to be confirmed later, because it depends to a large 
extent on matters to be coordianted with ENTEL [National Telecommunications 
Company] of Argentina. 





Italian Satellite Firm Assists 
Montevideo EL PAIS in Spanish 8 Nov 79 p 5 


[Text] ANTEL has signed a contract with the Consorzio per Sistemi de Tele- 
communicazioni Via Satelite (STS) [Consortium for Satellite Telecommunica- 
tions Systems] of Italy, for the supply and installation of a standard "B" 
ground station, and the necessary supplementary equipment for its operation. 


The aforementioned station will be located in Manga, and will use the same 

antenna as the present TV receiver station, which was purchased by the pri- 
vate television companies of Montevideo, and is operated by ANTEL, through 

a contract. 


The supplies include the ground station itself, the microwave radio hookup 
between Manga and Aguada (which is the international main exchange) and the 
equipment to be installed in the latter exchange, which will make it pos- 
sible to operate both incoming and outgoing traffic. 


When the station goes into service, which will occur within about 9 months, 
Uruguay will be able to communicate with complete independence beyond 
neighboring countries. 


It will have direct telephone channels with West Germany, Canada, Spain, 
the United States, France and Italy; and communications can be established 
with all the rest of the world through the international centers in those 
countries. 
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Depending upon agreements which are being negotiated, incoming international 
long-distance dialing may be established; and, in an outgoing direction, auto- 
matic traffic may be carried out, through an operator, with those countries, 
either directly or, by passing through them, with the other countries that 

are connected to the international system.

CONTROL OF MEDIA--Brother ‘Abd al-Fattah Isma'il, secretary general of the 
Yemeni Socialist Party Central Committee and chairman of the Supreme Peo- 
ple's Council Presidium, has issued Presidium decree No 15/79, which pro- 
vides for the abolition of the Ministry of Information. The Council of 
Ministers will take over supervision of the publishing, printing and di- 
stribution of 14 OCTOBER, as well as the information corporation and the 
Aden News Agency. The decree takes effect from the date of issue and will 
be published in the OFFICIAL GAZETTE. Brother ‘Abd al-Fattah Isma'il has 
also issued decree No 16/79, which provides for the creation of a commission 
to be called the State RAdio and Television Commission and to be under the 
Council of Ministers. The decree stipulates that the tasks and abilities 

of the State Radio and Television Commission and its organs as well as their 
financial, administrative and technical arrangements will be governed by 
regulations to be issued in accordance with Council of Ministers Law No 2/79. 
This decree takes effect from the date of issue and will be published in 
the OFFICIAL GAZETTE.

AMOUNT NEEDED TO RESOLVE ORTS PROBLEMS SET FORTH 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 2 Nov 79 p 3 


[Report of interview of minister of information, Mr Daouda Sow, following 
a cabinet meeting] 


[Text] During the last Cabinet Council meeting, the prime minister, after 
the report of the minister of information and telecommunications in charge 

of relations with the Assemblies devoted to the problems of the Senegalese 
Radio and Television Office [ORTS], asked the departments concerned to 
speedily put into practice the emergency plan concerning radio and television. 
What is this really about? 


Mr Daouda Sow, who received us Saturday morning, explained to us that 

865 million CFA francs would be needed to make it possible for the 
Senegalese Radio and Television Officer to resolve the most urgent problems 
that it is facing, pending the application of the global plan for ORTS 
which is being studied by the French Television Broadcasting system. 


The plans to be studied are in three tiers. As a first step, Radio House 
must be set up, while complete radio and television coverage for the whole 
territory of Senegal is developed; finally, the office must face the urgent 
problems, namely broadcasting, production and supporting staff. 


In the field of broadcasting, it will be necessary to overhaul transmitters, 
which have mostly run out of breath so that they can no longer reach some 
areas of Senegal, and to make them more functional. In the sector of 
production, priority has been given to repairing studies and renovating 
their equipment. In matters of radio as well as television, a brief visit 
to these studios is enough to convisce one of the courage of the journalists 
and promoters of ORTS, who daily face the suffocating heat and the rats who 
have taken up residence. 


The television material--old cameras that still function miraculously, 
video equipment, including the van acquired in 1974 which spends most of 
it time undergoing repairs--all this wi’! be replaced. 


The report on the emergency plan to rescue ORTS, which was filed last July 
by the French Television Broadcasting system, allocates 865 million CFA 
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francs to all problems depending to a large extent on rapid availability 

of the necessary credits, to be distributed as follows: radio broadcasting, 
240 million (80 million for production, 120 for transmission, and 40 million 
for regional stations), television, 625 million for repairs on the only 
studio, the electronic installations of the studio and the video-mobile 
(reporting van). 


"The proposal contained in this report are those which we want the government 
to adopt by the end of the year," the minister of information told us. He 
added that the sooner the financial means are made available for this very 
necessary rescue of ORTS, the better.

CHINESE DELEGATION STUDIES AUDIO-VISUAL DATA TRANSMISSION 
Paris ZERO UN INFORMATIQUE in French 5 Nov 79 pp l, 9 


(Text) The fact that a Chinese delegation has penetrated the high place of 
French research in audio-visual data transmission, the Centre Commm d'Etudes 
de Television et Telecommunications (CCETT) in Rennes, is no longer surprising 
in as much as high officials and teams of engineers from this country, which 

is very interested in this sector, have been following one another for 2 years. 
But the fact that the highest dignitary of the PRC, Mr Hua Kuo-Feng himself, 
decided to devote 1 hour out of a stay of 72 hours in France tw this subject 
signifies that the rapid modernization of this country's telecommunications 

do not obsess the minds of only a few well-informed engineers. 


Moreover, 2 weeks before, the Chinese minister of posts and telecommnications 
came to France and signed a draft agreement. This is the only draft agreement 
of this type which his administration has signed with a foreign administration. 
The entire board of directors of the CCETT--but also of course, Norbert Segard, 
secretary of state for posts and telecommunicatiors, and Gerard Thery, general 
manager of telecommunications--lent a hand in explaining and demonstrating to 
the Chinese president these new services which have been spoken about unceas- 
ingly for the past few months. This center, this body crea*>d in 1971, usual- 
ly originates new developments. Its exact role is: "to study and develop new 
techniques on the subject of the processing, transmission and handling of data 
and audio-visual signals." Transpac is an old story for it as the service has 
been initiated. Nevertheless, this system of transmission by parcels was 
mentioned several times in the speeches of both parties; the Chinese were 
keenly interested (a full-scale demonstration took place in Peking a few 
months ago). Amother topic of the statements was the Telecom I and the 

direct television satellite. But what will remain in Hua Kuo-Feng's mind 

about this? 


It is very obvious that what has both riveted his attention and been the 
subject of all his questions was data processing: first of all, the data 
pr cessing in audiography, the system which combines image and sound by 
using different transmission mediums (here the telephonic system), and the 
data processing in the general dissemination telecopiers (Gerard Thery took 
advantage of this to point out that, from the predictions of his staff, one- 
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sixth of those subscribing to telephones will probably be equipped with this 
apparatus in 7 years). Only the Videotex could not be presented to him 
because of a lack of time. And yet the CCETT would probably have liked to 
give a general outline of the solutions which it is studying in order to 
improve this method of writing “in steps," a method which is not very aesthe- 
tic and sometimes hardly readable due to a weak resolution (80 by 72). Ten 
engineers from the “audio-visual systems and terminals" department are working 
steadily to increase this resolution. 


The first solution is to cerive inspiration from Telidon, the Canadian system 
(on 12 October, Paris and Ottawa decided, by means of a research agreement, 
to exchange their experience on the Videotex process), which is the ba~‘s of 
the primaries, geometrics or variants of the same solution, of telepa ««m 
which is created from a succession of small vectors. Either followi':s se 
figure or the character to be formed is more satisfactor» (the idea’ i: a 
combination of the two); but the two methods together necessitate hz: i g in 
the terminal a screen memory of, not 16,000 bits as is the case for . .e step- 
based version, but 300,000 bits. The obvious danger is its higher cost. 


The second solution is the “soft alphabet." Is the CCETT the originator of 
this idea? Nevertheless, a patent was filed in 1978. The basic principle 
is simple: to conceive a modular system, function by function, in which the 
characters are not permanently fixed but evolve according to the demand. 


The advantage is that this version's terminal will only have to have available 
10,000 additional bits, in relation to the basic version; the result is 
reduced additional cost. The disadvantage is that it will be necessary to 
send information concerning the characters which sue wants to use before 
questioning; the result is a longer transmission time. 


And if several people in the CCETT are leaning toward the second solution, 
it is obviously because the low cost of the terminal used would permit a 
much more rapid introduction of the Videotex to the general public.

SOLAR POWER FOR REPEATER STATION--The National Telephone Company has in- 
stalled a solar energy unit to power the Montana Rajada (Tenerife) repeater 
Station. This repeater station is part of the radiolink of Santa Cruz de 
Tenerife on Canadas del Teide. This power source is the first of its 

kind to be installed in Spain and the largest in existence. The Montana 
Rajada radio-telephone system was powered by two generators--one serving as 
a beckup for the other--since it was put into operation in 1966. Generators 
were used because of a lack of power lines within a reasonable distance 
from the station. By the end of 1978 the need to replace the generators, 
due to the many operating hours of these units, and adopting a 24 volt solar 
energy unit was established.
